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Each month Ast Parader sojourns 
hack in time to learn about the early days of a 
rock and roll star. Well, this issue we're doing 
something a little different; instead of traveling 
back in time with Jon Bon Jovi, we're asking 
rock's favorite frontman to look into the future 
and predict where — and if — his band might 
be in the year ahead. 


Jon Bon Jovi was in a reflective mood. As he 
stood in Los Angeles’ A&M Studios dressed in 
tattered jeans and a Keith Richards t-shirt, the 
most famous face in rock seemed almost forlorn 
— as if he was scared that a part of his life had 
been lost forever. By now you've all heard the 
rumors that Bon Jovi — the band, not the guy 
— may be breaking up. Guitarist Richie Sam- 
bora is beginning work on his first solo LP, 


and keyboardist David Bryan is also at work 
on an independent project. For his part, Jon 
has already released the Young Guns II 
soundtrack, Blaze Of Glory. Has Bon Jovi come 
to an end? It was a question Jon didn't seem 
ready to answer. 

‘| really don't know what the situation with 
the band is at the moment,’ he said. “I'm not 
trying to avoid the question — that's just the 
truth. It's too early to tell. Maybe it is over... 
maybe it's not. It's gonna take some more time 
before we really know what's going on. The 
decision will be everyone else's as much as it'll 
be mine. I've always said that Bon Jovi is a 
band, not just me. If the other guys don't want 
to continue, then there won't be a Bon Jovi.” 

Of course the key player in this scenario is 
Sambora, Jon's right hand man. It’s no secret 
that the guitarist was more than a little upset 
early last summer when news leaked out that 
Jon had begun work on songs for Blaze Of 
Glory. Sambora figured that his solo 
LP would finally give him his moment 
in the sun — a chance to shine without Jon's 
personality casting its giant shadow. But when

word filtered to the East Coast studio where 
Sambora was working that Jon was going to 
release new material, the guitarist decided to 
delay his project a few months to avoid the 
obvious comparisons. Has a feud developed 
between these ‘‘best friends?’ Bon Jovi 
seemed almost shocked by the question. 

“I've heard some of that talk too,” he said. 
“It really surprises me. | haven't asked Richie 
directly if he’s annoyed about what I'm doing, 
but we speak on the phone every day. We're 
probably closer than we've ever been. We get 
along really well. That's why | can’t really relate 
to what you're asking. | plan on writing with him 
for his solo album, and | plan on working with 
Richie in the future no matter what happens 
with the band. He’s my best friend, and nothing 
will ever come between us.” 

Still, one must wonder if things are so won- 
derful between the various Bon Jovi members, 
why would so much “breakup” talk be filtering 
through the rock world? “People enjoy that kind 
of stuff,” Jon said. “The fact is the band has 
sold tens of millions of records over the last five 
years — how much more can we do? Can we 
play bigger halls or have bigger hit albums? 
Maybe it’s just time to take another path and 
have a little fun. That's all I'm trying to do. | 
love those guys, and | always will. It’s really 
scary being in the recording studio and not hav- 
ing them around. But | need a little time away 
from Bon Jovi.” 

His ‘‘vacation’’ from the band that bears his 
last name seems to be a working holiday for 
Bon Jovi. With the Blaze Of Glory material 
complete, Jon's now begun to focus on his next 
solo effort — a disc he'd like to record next 
summer. With any luck the disc wilt emerge 
late in 1991, at which time public acceptance 
(or lack of it) will dictate if Jon will pursue a 
solo career or return to the band. 

“I'm not the one saying if Bon Jovi will or will 
not continue,” he insisted. “That's up to every- 
one in the group. But | am anxious to do this 
solo stuff. | don't want anyone to look at the 
Blaze Of Glory material as the Jon Bon Jovi 
solo album — it's not. I'm looking forward to 
working with some new people and trying some 
new things. | just want to have the chance to 
grow, and if that has to be done away from the 
‘Bon Jovi’ band name, then that’s fine. | don't 
want to bet on what will happen with the band; 
maybe I'm a little scared to think about it. After 
all, those guys are my brothers. We've achieved 
some incredible things together. That band will 
probably be synonymous with the best years of 
my life. It's hard to even think about it being 
over.” O

may think of the legendary stripper 

Gypsy Rose Lee, who doffed her duds 
for dough long before such an activity was 
socially acceptable. Well, in the case of the 
Toronto-based heavy metal band called Gypsy 
Rose, their mission certainly isn't to battle 
convention. In fact, as shown on their debut LP, 
Prey, this hard-charging fivesome seem quite 
content to stay within the accepted confines of 
what has become known as ‘‘commercial 
metal” while kicking some serious ass along the 
way. No, vocalist Michael Ross, guitarists Brian 
Joyce and Craig Van Gaver, bassist Michael 
“Finny” Vaughn and drummer Steve Thomas 
aren't out to revolutionize the metal world; but 
like their stripping namesake, their desire is 
merely to entertain you. 

“We want to turn everyone on with the 
energy we have,” Ross said. ‘There seems to 
be two different kinds of bands in metal these 
days — the real progressive guys who are try- 
ing to change the world, and the poseurs who 
just want to look good. We're not either of 
those. We've got long hair, and we like to look 
good, but nobody had better call us poseurs. | 
wear jeans on stage — the same jeans | wear 
to a bar after the show. On the other hand, 
we're not trying to get too heavy with our lyrics 
or our attitude. We like to kick ass, and we 
certainly do. But we want to make sure that 
everyone's having a good time while we're 
doing it.” 

While Gypsy Rose has existed for only a year, 
Ross has already put in over a decade on the 
rock and roll scene. He formed his first band at 
the tender age of 15, and within a year his 
group was playing shows on the club scene in 
and around Toronto. At that time Ross was play- 
ing drums as wel! as singing, and as you might 
imagine, it’s difficult to be the front man of a 
band when you're stuck at the back of the 
stage. After continual prodding from both his 
fellow band members and assorted friends, he 
decided to give up the drums and concentrate 
on singing. It was the move that would help 
catapult Ross to the top. 

“There haven't been too many singing 
drummers — especially in heavy metal,” he

said with a smile. ‘Once | got out from behind 
the drum kit and started singing full time | 
realized that's what | really wanted to do. It felt 
totally natural to me. Singing in front of people 
really gave me a lot of confidence, which led 
directly to my writing a lot more songs. That 
was really the key to what's happened since 
then.” 

One of the first songs that Ross wrote ended 
up as part of a contest sponsored by a Canadian 
radio network. While he didn’t win, Michael's 
entry finished 12th out of more than 800 
entries, inspiring him to quit the performance 
scene for awhile and concentrate on his song- 
writing. Gradually, as the material came to- 
gether, Ross started creating a new 
group featuring Joyce, Van Gaver and Vaughn. 
Dubbed Secret Affair, the band recorded some 
demo tapes, one of which fell into the hands of 
Kiss’ Gene Simmons. He signed the group to his 
record label. It was Simmons who convinced the 
group to change their name to Gypsy Rose late 
last year just as they entered the studio to 
begin work on Prey.

“Gene has been a big help to us,” Ross said. 
“He's got a reputation for always trying to lend 
a hand to young bands, and that’s certainly 
been the case with us. Hey, giving us a record 
deal is about as helpful as you can get!” 

As soon as they entered the studio the band 
started tinkering with their original musical 
vision. While they had no trouble laying down 
the songs that they had been writing over the 
previous year, they realized that they wanted to 
push their creativity to the limit. That's how one 
of Prey’s most powerful tracks, Poisoned By 
Love (which also happens to be their debut 
video) came to life. 

“It was kind of an after-thought,”’ Ross said. 
“| was fooling around in the studio, working on 
some ideas | had running through my head. | 
had no intention of writing that song while we 
were recording. But as soon as some of the 
people heard what | had come up with they 
practically locked me in the studio until | had 
finished it. It's ironic that it's become our first 
single. But that’s the attitude we have in Gypsy 
Rose. We're willing to take some chances and 
try new things. We're in this to have fun — isn't 
that the way rock n’ roll should be?” O

and Rikki Rockett like to think of 

themselves as brothers, and like any 
kinfolk there often are problems that arise that 
just have to be settled. The members of Poison 
aren't shy about admitting that wherever they 
may be; in the recording studio, on the 
road, or in Los Angeles, they tend to have a bit 
of friction — nothing to worry about, mind you, 
just a little “creative tension.” Michaels is quick 
to explain that without a little turmoil Poison 
would have never attained the lofty commercial 
heights they now enjoy. 

“There's always been a lot of push and pull 
in this band over just about everything,’ he 
said. “But | don't think there’s anything wrong 
with that. We'll all admit that there's occasion- 
ally friction between us, and that we'll battle 
with one another. But people who are close — 
people who are brothers — do fight occasion- 
ally. It's healthy. We're all so dedicated to what 
we do that when something doesn’t go the way 
we think it should we fly off the handle. When 
we're in the studio all night, for instance, trying 
to get a song to sound just right, C.C. and | have 
been known to go at each other. We've learned 
to take that friction and make it work for the 
music. The kind of attitude we bring with us 
makes us tougher as a band and stronger as 
people.”

The friction that characterized the recording 
of Poison’s latest LP, Flesh And Blood, ob- 
viously served the band well. The disc has 
already passed platinum certification and if the 
group's track record is a true indicator, the col- 
lection of hard rockin’ hits probably won't stop 
climbing the charts until another 3 million 
copies find their way out of record stores. 
According to the band members such success 
no longer is Poison’s primary motivation. They 
feel they've already proved wrong the detrac- 
tors who originally dismissed Poison as merely 
the latest “fashion” trend in metal. They've 
convinced anyone with ears that they can write 
songs that can touch hearts and souls as well 
as make fans’ feet move. Now the challenge for 
Poison is to stretch out and test new musical 
waters. 

“We won't be satisfied just writing another 
up-tempo rocker,’ Michaels said. ‘There cer- 
tainly are plenty of songs like that on the album, 
but this time we really wanted to push our- 
selves. Vocally I've tried some new things on 
this disc, in terms of both technique and feeling. 
I've grown up a lot as a person since this band 
started and I've gone through many more expe- 
riences — both good and bad. I've drawn on all 
those positive and negative things to write the 


lyrics for the album and my vocal approach 
stretches to meet the needs of those new 
songs. I've also expanded my musical repertoire 
a bit. | play a 12-string acoustic guitar on the 
album as well as harmonica and piano. It's 
really been a great learning experience. 

“But I'm not the only one in the band who's 
trying new things,” Michaels added. “C.C. did 
this open-tuned guitar thing as the intro to 
Swamp Juice that just blows everyone away. 
We knew he loved to play a lot of different 
guitar styles, and this time we all encouraged 
him to try whatever he wanted. Bobby plays 
some 12-string bass on the record, which gives 
a really different sound to the rhythm parts of 
some songs. But he’s always coming up with 
something new. Don’t be surprised if he plays 
the 12-string on stage a bit this time — or even 
his acoustic bass. As for Rikki, his technique is 
just incredible. He's kept all his power but he’s 
harnessed it. Together, this band sounds pretty 
damn good.” 

So what are we to believe? On one side we 
hear that Poison are bickering among them- 
selves over their musical direction, and on the 
other we're told that this group is growing by 
leaps and bounds and is tighter than ever. The 
fact is that Poison know they've got their necks 
on the line with Flesh And Blood. Against 
record company advice (which, understandably, 
wanted their platinum-coated darlings to take 
the safe route) the band has boldly tried new 
musical tricks at every turn. While the results 
are undeniably exciting and adventurous, it 
remains to be seen if they'll have the commer- 
cial impact of such past hits as Fvery Rose Has 
Its Thorn and | Want Action. Michaels, how- 
ever, really couldn't care less if the band’s 
latest LP sells more than their previous efforts, 
Look What The Cat Dragged In and Open Up 
And Say... Ahh. 

“We know that we're taking some risks this 
time, and that's the way we like it,” he said. 
“We're not trying to copy a formula that we 
know will give us another 3-million selling 
record. That's not very satisfying from an artis- 
tic point of view. Thankfully the success we've 
had over the last few years allows us to take 
some chances and not worry about where our 
rent money is going to come from. But we've 
always been rebels in a certain way. We've 
never let the suit-and-tie guys at the label tell 
us what we should do. We make music that we 
like and we hope that those people like it too. 
As far as the fans go, we give ‘em a lot more 
credit than some people. We think they're ready 
and willing to try anything new. We're not 
changing everything on ‘em. We're just throwing 
‘em a few curveballs to keep ‘em a little off 
balance. That's cool. 

“An example of what I'm talking about is the 
song Valley Of Lost Souls," he added. ‘It's not 
the fast, light-hearted song that some people 
expect from us. It hits you in the heart and in 
the head. | drew on one of my life experiences 


for the lyrics, and hopefully some kid out there 
who listens to it will learn something. | ran 
away from my home in Pennsylvania when | was 
16. | went to New York City and wound up living 
in this real sleazy hotel in Greenwich Village. It 
was really a horrible place, but | was young and 
naive and | thought it was what | was supposed 
to do. I'm not trying to preach to kids and tell 
‘em they should or shouldn't run away from 
home — that’s not my thing. I'm just telling ‘em 
that life's not always gonna work out the way 
they planned.” 

Still, with their album catalog fast approach- 
ing the 10 million sales plateau and their new 
world tour promising to be one of the year's top 
attractions, it's hard to say that things haven't 
turned out quite nicely for Bret and the boys. 
They're aware that their true-life lessons may 
fall on deaf ears while some of their fans prefer

Backstage at a Skid Row concert, things are 
just as crazy as you might imagine. After all, 
vocalist Sebastian Bach, guitarists Dave 
“Snake” Sabo and Scotti Hill, bassist Rachel 
Bolan and drummer Rob Affuso haven't been 
touring long enough to have become jaded with 
the wonders of the road. Every night they seem 
to enjoy the hubbub they generate as flocks of 
scantily-clad groupies, countless industry 
insiders and dozens of “friends” crowd their 
dressing room before and after every show. It 
doesn't seem to matter that the Skids have 
played more than 300 shows over the last 18 
months opening for the likes of Bon Jovi and 
Aerosmith. Every night is ‘opening night’’ for 
these Jersey boys, and they act like their 
enthusiasm for rock and roll (and all of its often 
bizarre side effects) will never wane. 

“What's so hard about shakin’ somebody's 
hand if they want to?’ Bach said as he got 
ready for yet another performance. ‘If that 
makes ‘em happy, then who am | to say no?” 

There certainly have been plenty of people 
around the globe who've been only too happy to 
hang out and try to shake Sebastian's hand. 
Since their tour kicked off in Dallas, Texas, in 
January, 1989, it's estimated that the Skids 
have performed in front of more than 3 million 
fans (ironically, the same number of fans that 
have purchased their debut disc). They've set 
merchandising records as well, selling over $10 
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million worth of t-shirts, posters and sundry tour 
items to an eager public only too willing to shell 
out their hard-earned bucks to own anything 
with the Skid’s image on it. There's no question 
about it — Skid Row is a bonafide rock and roll 
phenomenon. 

“You can't fool the people,’ Bach said. 
“They know a band that’s going through the 
motions and using a lot of backing tapes, and 
they know a band that’s real. The key to our 
success has been our live show. We're a band 
that goes out there every night and plays hard 
and loud. We're not trying to hit any poses, 
we're just trying to put on the best show we 
can. What you hear with Skid Row is what you 
get. We don't hide behind the effects and tapes. 
We'd rather be booed off the stage than rely on 
that shit. That's the kind of stuff that’s really 
hurting some forms of music. The performers 
aren't real. They're manufactured. That's 
certainly not something you can say about us.” 

There's no question that during their year- 
and-a-half on stage the Skids grew from a 
competent, yet unspectacular, live act into one 
of the strongest performing units on earth. 
While the boys often seemed unsure of how 
best to use a large stage or work an arena 
crowd when they first hit the tour trail with Bon 
Jovi, by the time they wrapped up their road 
work by performing some outdoor dates with 
Whitesnake last summer, they had mastered 
every facet of big-time concert work. Bach is 
sure the confidence the band gained through 
their time on the road is only going to make 
them more powerful in the years ahead. 
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“What's so hard about shakin’ somebody's hand?” 


“It's the standard thing to say that your next 
album is going to be better than the last one,” 
he said. ‘So, | won't say that. All I'll say is that 
we'll put everything we learned on stage to use 
this time to come up with a stronger record — 
the people will tell us if it's better. We've 
learned the kind of material we enjoy playing, 
and we know the kind of stuff the crowd really 
gets off on hearing. | don’t think you'll hear too 
many of the softer things like / Remember You 
in the future. It was a hit for us, and that was 
great, but we want to play heavier stuff from 
now on.” 

What the future holds for Skid Row is 
anybody's guess. Certainly the onstage and off- 
stage lessons the band learned on tour will 
allow them to grow up a bit and focus more of 
their energy on the music and less on causing a 
ruckus wherever they go. But we've got to 
remember that these guys are all still young, 
and if you believe Bach, they're not even that 
wealthy. They've got to keep working hard 
before they can sit back and enjoy the 
proverbial rock lifestyle — and work hard they 
will. 

“We've had so many extra expenses this last 
year, Bach said. ‘You wouldn't believe me if | 
told you how little | had in my bank account. 
They're gonna come repossess my car if I'm not 
careful. People won't believe it when they read 
this, but it’s the truth. A lot of people may have 
become rich because of us — but we're not 
among them. But in a way that's good. It keeps 
us hungry — and that’s the way we like it.” O 
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Ht BLONZ 


The Blonz is a great name for a rock and roll 
band. What more do you need to know in this 
era of media-oriented music than that a band 
will appeal to your chosen demographic market 
through the strength of their appearance alone? 
It seems almost irrelevant that vocalist Nathan 
Boyce Utz, guitarists Steve Taylor and Dennis 
Ogle, drummer Aaron Tate and bassist Michael 
Fandino play some of the hottest rock that's 
been heard this year — it’s the name that grabs 
you. Yup, they're all blonds — natural ones at 
that — and they know their name is a great 
gimmick to attract some extra attention. But 
when all is said and done, these Georgia 
rockers want to be known for more than the 
color of their hair. 

“It really was a coincidence that we all have 
blond hair,’ Utz said. “When we first got this 
band together about three years ago we had a 
different bassist and drummer — but they had 
blond hair too. One night | was sitting around 
trying to come up with a name that would really 
represent us. | came up with some names that 
you wouldn't even print in Hit Parader because 
they were so outrageous. But then in the middle 
of the night it hit me. | started running through 
the hall yelling at all the guys that we've got to 
call ourselves The Dirty Blonds. We first went 
under that name until we shortened it to The 
Blonz. Even when we got Aaron and Michael 
into the band, they had blond hair. | think some- 
body was trying to tell us something.” 

Once you hear about some of the people who 
have thrown their support behind The Blonz, it's 
hard not to believe the group’s claim that there 
is something more than their looks at work here. 
Steve Walsh of Kansas, Joe Lynn Turner of 
Deep Purple and a certain Mr. Jon Bon Jovi 
have already given their loud stamp of approval 
to the fledgling unit, either by supplying mate- 
rial (Turner wrote Hands Of Love for the band) 
or providing the boys with the extra push 
needed to land them a record deal. In fact, if it 
wasn't for Bon Jovi, The Blonz might still be 
struggling for recognition on the Atlanta rock 
circuit. 

“Yeah, Jon's been one of our big supporters 
from the first time he saw us,” Utz said. “He's 
always gone out of his way to help young bands 
— just look at what his help did for Cinderella 
and Skid Row. As it happened one of our man- 
agers had worked with Jon in the past and our 
road manager also knew him. They sent him a

tape about a year ago, and almost immediately 
we heard back from him that he wanted to meet 
us. We played a show for the entire Bon Jovi 
band at the Roxy in Atlanta, and we went up to 
their show in Augusta, Georgia, last year. After 
that show | was sitting around with Jon and 
Richie Sambora just shooting the shit when Jon 
said, ‘Man, you've got that look in your eye — 
you want to make it in this business.’ | wasn't 
going to tell him he was wrong, because he 
wasn't. 

“The next thing | knew Jon had called up 
some people he knew at Atlantic Records — 
the same people who signed Skid Row,” he 
added. “Before we knew it, Atlantic had an 
offer on the table and wanted us to sign it. That 
would never have happened so quickly without 
Jon getting involved. As it happened, right 
before we were going to sign that deal we got a 
call from the guys at CBS Records. They had 
heard about us and they wanted to sign us too. 
They made a much better offer, so we ended up 
signing with them.” 

Judging by the tracks contained on the 
group's debut LP, it's easy to understand why 
The Blonz have been the subject of so much 
major label intrigue. From the high-energy 
excitement of Last Call For Alcohol to the posi- 


tive vibes of Rainbow and Miracles, The Blonz 
show themselves to be a band with a well- 
honed grasp for a wide variety of rock styles. In 
fact, as Utz was quick to explain, it is the band’s 
diverse songwriting talents that helps distin- 
guish The Blonz from the rest of the hard rock 
horde. 

“We don't just write the standard rock songs 
over and over again,” he said. ‘I'm not saying 
Last Call For Alcohol is anything you haven't 
heard before — but we play it like we mean it! 
Things like Rainbow, on the other hand, really 
are a little different. That's the story of a guy 
who's working in a Georgia hardware store and 
was told by his boss to forget about his dream 
of being a musician — he’s going to be selling 
hardware the rest of his life. Well playing rock 
and roll is the pot of gold at the end of his 
rainbow, and he does succeed. Needless to say, 
that's an autobiographical story for this band. 

“We're gonna succeed because we just do 
what comes naturally for us,’ Utz concluded. 
‘We just go out there and pour our hearts out 
every night. The people who see us can relate 
to that. They appreciate that we're working so 
hard to make sure we're giving them a good 
time. They know The Blonz are trying to give 
“em the party of their lives.” O

he studio gates pull open and a grey jeep Bo ke 
with tinted windows rolls through the 
security doors.

hink of rock star hobbies, and the usual cliches come to mind. 

Harleys. Nintendo. Coors. But though the Danger Danger guys un- 

doubtedly like this stuff, frontman Ted Poley's offstage passions 
lie elsewhere. Would you believe collecting 100-year-old board games? 
But more (lots more) about those in a minute. 

At the moment, Ted’s taking a break before Danger Danger take off on 
the next leg of their year-long tour. One of Ted's rambunctious Pomeran- 
ians, Mr. Peebles, greets me at the door of his Hackensack, New Jersey, 
apartment. The small place is filled with plants and Danger Danger 
momentos, and is a bit crowded — not the palatial digs you'd expect a 
member of a hit band to live in. 

“We're still waiting for the money part of the total success expe- 
rience,” laughs Ted. ‘But the magazines have been nice to us. We're 
almost disproportionately featured.’ Besides, Ted’s moving to a better 
place soon — overall, his life's improved radically since the days when he 
had a day job. “! was working at my dad's law office as a paralegal. I'd tie 
my hair back and do mortgage portfolios.” 

Unlike some rockers’ parents, the senior Mr. Poley is supportive of his 
son's career choice. ‘He's my biggest fan now, this is fun for him. Also, 
my brother is gonna be a lawyer so now he’s got his lawyer kid and 
his — " “rock star kid?” | finished the sentence for him.

“| still don’t feel that way, | don’t think | ever will,” Ted insists. “They 
treat you like one but — we're just us.” Besides, “I've been through this 
before,’ he explains. ‘‘l was in a band called Prophet on RCA, we had a 
video out and nothing happened. So what's happening is kinda good; but 
we wanna just keep working.” 

Danger Danger was conceived at a chance meeting between two of its 
future members. ‘Bruno [Ravel, bassist] was rehearsing downstairs at 
L'Amours [the legendary Brooklyn metal club] with [his former band] 
White Lion, and | was upstairs soundchecking with Prophet. | was a 
drummer then, but he heard me — | was singing for the vocalist — and 
he convinced me to sing on his demo tape. | loved his stuff, so he made 
me into a singer. Like, here, put your foot on the monitor, you'll be great.” 

Since then, Danger Danger have toured with Faster Pussycat, Warrant 
and Kiss — and they just returned from their first tour of Japan, 
home of high-tech fun and incredibly dedicated fans. Gifts and souvenirs 
of the trip are everywhere in Ted's pad, and they're amazing. Handmade 
Danger Danger dolls. Needlepoint pillows of their logo. Japanese-style 
cartoons of the band members. Things that clearly took hours and hours to 
make. 

“We just kept the handmade stuff,’ Poley says. ‘We donated boxes of 
toys and stuffed animals to hospitals. Japan was cool. We always had a 
couple of hundred kids tailing us. It was sort of unbelievable — not real 

life. Mobs at the airport, mobs at the hotel, always right behind us with 
video recorders. They were very polite, though. It was wild — like a 
dream come true. Now it's back to reality. 

“The jet lag coming back really screwed me up, though,” he adds. ‘The 
flight was 14 hours, and I've been waking up at 4:30 in the morning. | was 
really out of it for a few days.” 


Ted's telling me about all this as we're getting ready to go to the 
storage place, where he keeps antique toys. ‘l had them all up in my 
bedroom, but then | got all nervous on tour, thinking they were just sitting 
there,” he admits. ‘If anyone did break in, they'd probably go for my 
stereo rather than that stuff, but if there was a fire or something it would 
kill me. To get all this stuff together took so much — standing in line, 
waiting in the rain at fleamarkets for hours, it was such an effort.” 

He gives Mr. Peebles a cookie. ‘Gonna be good?” he asks his dog, who 
looks mischievous as all hell. Mr. Peebles’ canine bud, Bobby Lou, is | 
staying with Ted’s folks right now. Ted turns on the TV. “If the show has 
a dog or a horse wagon, he’s happy,’ he explains. We leave Mr. Peebles 
watching Bonanza. 

So how did Ted develop this yen for old games? ‘| bought a small card 
game at a flea market for two bucks; | thought it was pretty cool. So | put 
it on a shelf. And then | was in an antique store and | found two more. | 
didn’t realize how rare they were. | thought, well, this is an easy hobby; | 
found three in a week. And then | bought the books and got into it. | go to 
toy shows and auctions.” 

The board game boxes are ‘‘lithography, not printed like they do now, 
and the ink has real gold dust. | love the art and the characters; it’s got a 
really great look. Most of them aren't such great games, but they're so 
rare, there's only one of some of these on earth. And it's not like baseball 
cards, where there's a million people collecting them. It's the most 
obscure thing | could think of. | belong to this club; of course, I'm the odd 
person. Everyone else is a lot older and they get a kick out of me. | come 
into it with such enthusiasm.” 


We're wandering through the sci-fi corridors of the storage place. A 
good place to shoot a surreal action movie, we decide, with all these long, 
white corrugated-steel hallways. 

Ted isn't kidding about his enthusiasm for his collection, which is 
indeed very ornate and cool. ‘This game is from 1890,” he explains. “It 
was Called Fish Pond and there's a lot of variations to it. There was no TV 
back then,” he grins. “And it's really like an art thing, it's not mass- 
produced. This is from 1865; it's a Civil War game. All the cards are 
hand-colored; the artists always autograph the back.” A game from 1875 
is inscribed “To George and Mary Schartz from Grandpa.” Looks a little 
like Trivial Pursuit. 

“| like art. | like to draw cartoons,” Ted says. He spends his on-the-road 
spare time drawing cartoons of the band’s experiences. “'l drew this guy 
who's getting big in Japan, ‘cause they ran him in some magazine article. 
| saw banners at the concert with this guy on it.” 

Other bus diversions for Danger Danger include the ever-present 
Nintendo and lots of movies for the VCR. The Robert DiNiro action 
comedy, Midnight Run, was a big fave on the last tour, and “Spinal Tap is 
always popular. On tour, it has a whole new meaning, there's so 
many little things you don't get till you live it. It's very funny and 
accurate.” 

And, oh, yeah, Ted likes to read. But no 100-year-old classics, please. 
“| like to read gruesome true murders, like Ann Rule’s books [7he 
Stranger Beside Me about mass murderer Ted Bundy]. | can’t believe the 
shit these guys do. The other band members are always like, ‘Whatcha 
reading now? Who's getting killed now?’ They think I'm a little strange — 
and they're right.”

n today’s metal market it’s hard to 
find a band that truly represents 
something unique and original. 
Since their formation in Seattle 
seven years ago, Queensryche have 
continually managed to attain that lofty pla- 
teau. From London to Los Angeles they were 
continually hailed as one of rock’s most intrig- 
uing units. Such albums as Rage For Order 
and 1988’s breakthrough disc, Operation: 
mindcrime established vocalist Geoff Tate, 
guitarists Chris DeGarmo and Michael Wilton, 
bassist Eddie Jackson and drummer Scott 
Rockenfield as an unmatched unit in terms of 
both lyrical and musical intensity. Today, with 
the group’s latest LP, Empire, upon us, it seems 
that Queensryche's commercial recognition is 
finally beginning to match their critical 
acclaim. Recently we hooked up with Tate to 
discuss this along with other matters that have 
forever changed the face of the Queensryche 
empire. 


Hit Parader: Geoff, it seems like people are 
finally beginning to catch on to Queensryche's 
unique musical perspectives. How does it feel 
to have gold albums and be on magazine covers 
after so many years of struggle? 
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Geoff Tate: It obviously feels great. It really was 
a struggle with this band. I’m not one of those 
guys who says how much fun it was to live on 
no money and have to worry about where the 
next meal is coming from. I much prefer it 
when we're successful. The gold albums are 
great, and getting on Hit Parader’s cover really 
is exciting for all of us, but being able to pay our 
bills is probably the most exciting thing of all. 


HP: Why do you think Operation:mindcrime 
was the breakthrough album for the band — at 
least in a commercial sense? 

GT: Certainly the fact that it was a great album 
helped. Then, when you're able to tour with 
bands like Metallica and Def Leppard, you get 
to reach a lot of people you might not have 
reached otherwise. That was a great opportun- 
ity for us, and I think we made the most of it. 
Operation:mindcrime was a very serious, 
heavy album, and in that regard I was a little 
surprised by how well it sold. I thought we 
might have made a record that wasn’t accessi- 
ble enough for a mass audience. I’m glad I was 
wrong. 


HP: On Empire you've gone away from the con- 
ceptual style used on Mindcrime. Why? 


GT: I guess some people would say that we're 
really gambling by moving away from a style 
that worked so well for us last time. We've 
always seemed to have themes on our albums, 
and this time we just wanted to concentrate 
more on individual songs. That was easier in 
some ways and much harder in others. On an 
album like Mindcrime, the lyrics tended to play 
off of the storyline and expand on what had 
happened before. On an album like Empire, 
each song had to represent something totally 
new — which is much more challenging for me 
as a lyricist. 


HP: Is there special significance to the title, 
Empire? 

GT: Actually, there is no special significance to 
it, other than that’s a song title on the album, 
and we were looking for a shorter title this 
time. Sometimes in the past our titles got to be 
a little long and complicated, so this time we 
figured one powerful word would be interesting 
to try and Empire fit the bill. Saying ‘Empire’ is 
just less of a mouthful than Operation:mind- 
crime. 


HP: The song Empire tackles the subject of 
drug abuse. Another one, Best I Can, discusses 
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Rockenfield. 


gun control. You certainly haven't backed away 
from hot issues. 

GT: Yeah, but not every song is topical. Empire 
is about the drug problem in America and how 
it’s ripping our society apart. It’s too important 
a topic to avoid, especially when you're in a 
band that can reach young ears. Best I Can 
touches on gun control, but it’s really the story 
of a young boy who gets shot and is paralyzed. 
He just strives to be the best he can be — it's 
really an upbeat story. But we also have songs 
like One And One and Hand On Heart which 
are relationship songs. We've tried to give a lit- 
tle different angle on the old love story, and I 
think we've done it fairly well. 


HP: Do you have a song that you enjoyed sing- 
ing more than any other? 

GT: I guess Della Brown would qualify as one 
of the more interesting tracks on the record, 
and one | enjoyed singing. It’s a look into the 
life of a woman who had it all — beauty, brains 
and success. But things didn’t work out for her, 
and it all slipped away. She ended up homeless 
— living on the street. It’s a very moody song 
that gets into a groove and stays there all the 
way through. That song also means a lot to 
Chris and me because we see the homeless 
people all the time in Seattle. Most of the time 
you just fly by them in your car, but I remember 
once when we were caught in traffic and just 
watched them. How sad it was. They were just

living in doorways with cardboard boxes for 
covering. It really moved us. 


HP: What did you learn from the success of 
Mindcrime that you put to use this time? 

GT: Actually, we threw everything we learned 
out the window. We did almost everything a dif- 
ferent way. We used the same production team, 
but even they worked very differently this time. 
As an example, on the last record I'd come into 
the studio and say that I felt like recording a 
particular song that day. This time we made a 
master list and followed it, so that I had to sing 
a particular song on a particular day, whether I 
felt up to it or not. That put a lot more pressure 
on me. We also wrote and recorded in different 
ways; I guess you could say that we didn’t stick 
with what brought us success. 


HP: What motivated you to change so many 
things around? 

GT: It was a conscious decision, but it wasn’t 
like we really went out of our way to do things 
that differently. It was a situation where we 
wanted to shake things up just to keep it fresh, 
and it worked. We went into the studio not even 
knowing how long each of our songs were. | 
doubt if there’s another band around who'd say 
that — or at least admit to it. (laughs) We didn’t 
know how long the album would be until we 
had almost finished all the final mixes. But

that’s just the way things work for us. We've 
learned to adjust as we go along. 


HP: Earlier you mentioned the fact that the 
band toured with both Metallica and Def Lep- 
pard last year. Did you have to change your per- 
formance to satisfy different kinds of 
audiences? 

GT: Actually, we just went out and played our 
set. We really didn’t think if there was a Metal- 
lica crowd out there or if it was a Leppard 
audience. They were both great crowds. The 
only real difference was that Def Leppard’s 
audience had more girls in it, so the screaming 
between songs was at a higher pitch. But it 
wasn't like we were going to play louder for 
Metallica’s fans than for Def Leppard'’s. We just 
did our thing and hoped they liked it. 


HP: What are the tour plans for Queensryche 
this time? 

GT: We'll be heading out sometime next month, 
and we plan on headlining. I know we won't be 
playing those same giant arenas we played last 
time, but the time is right for us to go and have 
our name on the marquee. That puts a lot more 
pressure on us, but I think we're up to it. We 
know we've got to come up with something 
spectacular, and to be honest, we still don’t 
have it all figured out. But I'm sure by the time 
the first show rolls around, we'll have every- 
thing ready to go. 


HP: Is there an incident that really stands out 
in your mind from your last tour? 

GT: Hey, that was a year ago — I have trouble 
remembering yesterday. (laughs) Actually, one 
that comes right to my mind is one night in 
Cleveland when Eddie, our bass player, had a 
problem. He loves to run all over the stage every 
night, and he had been having a lot of trouble 
with his shoes. He was slipping all over the 
place. So he had our road crew on the lookout 
for a sporting goods store where he could buy a 
pair of wrestling shoes which supposedly gave 
great traction. Well, he finally found ‘em, and 
the first night he wore them on stage we 
couldn't find him. We heard his bass, but he 
wasn't anywhere on stage. Finally, during the 
guitar solo I walked off stage and looked for 
Eddie. I found him sitting on our road manag- 
er's back, playing bass while duct tape was 
being put on the bottom of his new wrestling 
shoes. He'd been slipping around more than 
ever that night. 


HP: Queensryche have never developed the 
now-standard “party boy” reputation while 
you're on the road. Why not? 

GT: I don’t know. We're just a different kind of 
band. We're not saying we're better or worse — 
we're just different. We've never tried to do 
things that people expected. We've just done 
everything our own way, and so far it’s worked.

f you felt like a rock star before you 
really made it, you're going to feel 
that way until someone breaks your 
neck,” laughs Dangerous Toys’ frontman Jason 
McMaster. “You'll be that way at least till you 
really piss someone off or fuck the wrong guy's 
girlfriend. But if you come up and don't expect 
anything, the littlest cash or record deal is very 
rewarding.” 

McMaster's commendable attitude is due to 
his upbringing — both on the underground 
thrash scene and in Texas, where he still lives. 
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In fact, he’s late for this interview because ‘| 
had to go buy paint,” he says apologetically. 
“I'm doing some labor for the duplex my mother 
owns. Me and a bunch of my friends have been 
remodeling it. | put in a new countertop — and 
yes, | even put in a toilet. At the end of my 
lease I'm probably going to end up living in one 
of the units anyway, so | got to put in some 
personal touches.” 

The lure of more cosmopolitan settings like 
New York or L.A. does not attract Jason. “We 
like New York and L.A. a lot, but | don’t think we 


can hang with living there. Our families and 
friends are here; plus where we're from is a big 
part of our sound. The heritage thing — we're 
proud Texans and proud Americans. The ZZ Top 
and blues and country has really rubbed off on 
us. We're still a new band and | don't see any- 
thing wrong with what we've done, so why 
should we change location or guitar players or 
underwear?” he laughs. “‘If it ain't broke, don't 
fix it.” 

Last year, when they were recording their 
debut LP, “'l just had an idea in my head that if 


we sold, say, 100 records — not 100,000 — if 
all my friends went out and bought my record, 
and my family, | would be happy; I'd feel I'd 
have success in my hand. Now we're approach- 
ing gold and it's like, wow. | don't even think 
about that stuff. | still think about my friends 
coming over and listening to the little demo 
tapes we make at rehearsal and saying, check 
out this new song and them going, ‘Oh, yeah, 
gimme a beer.’”” 

His experience with his former band, thrash 
masters Watchtower, also influenced McMaster's 
point of view. ‘Bands that are coming up playing 
standard hard rock are club bands; that’s where 
they come from,” he explains. “They're so com- 
fortable in their little world — ‘oh I'm 18 and 


I'm playing in a 21-and-over bar and I'm a rock 
star to these people. | can get beer and chicks 
in this world.’ So when they're making it, they 
feel they have to act the same way. | didn’t go 
through that; | came up in an underground 
thrash thing. And then we went back to basics, 
playing AC/DC songs. A back to basics thing, 
that’s where music is going.” 

Watchtower's headbanger fans didn't see it 
that way. ‘'l got in a couple of near fist fights,” 
Jason admits. “Face to face arguments at very 
loud volume. Words hurt me more than actual 
violence, anyway. A lot of the kids that were 
into Watchtower, they'd come up to me and say, 
‘Man, you started the thrash thing around here 
and now ever since Guns N’ Roses came out 


you're a poseur; | can’t believe you did this to 
me, I'm so mad at you, I’m so mad at the world.’ 
They don't think | care about them, and they 
think | threw everything | did with Watchtower 
into the dirt, and that’s not true. It hasn't hap- 
pened a whole lot, but when it has, it feels like 
a thousand fans feel that way. It really upset me 
because | was in Watchtower for almost seven 
years and it was very hard for me to leave. | 
grew up with those guys and learned about 
music and how to be a person; we practically 
lived together. Leaving was a gamble and | took 
it 

It paid off for McMaster and Dangerous Toys, 
to say the least. “We had a really good year,’ 
McMaster declares. “Rounding out the year 
with the Cult — | had to pinch myself, ‘cause 
we're big fans of the Cult. And L.A. Guns and 
Faster Pussycat and Junkyard and Tora Tora. 
We enjoy music and fun and people who are 
involved in the writing and making it, the people 
you meet in production, everybody. Anybody in 

Dangerous Toys can get along with a rattle- 
snake. We invite everybody to the party.” 

The Cult tour had an additional benefit for 
Jason: the Dangerous Toys frontman is “very 
much into Indian lore, being around it in Texas,” 
and so is Cult frontman lan Astbury. ‘‘l was very 
excited to be on tour with him — to have 
someone who shares your interests, someone 
you can say to, ‘Hey, check this out.’ He gave 
me some really nice Indian jewelry that he got 
on reservations.” A cool accessory for Jason's 
trademark ‘bone shirt,’ an Indian artifact which 
has “something to do with power,’ he explains. 
“Usually, a chief wore it. I'm a very unpreju- 
diced person,” he continues. ‘The Indians had a 
lot to say. I'm into Egyptian and Oriental culture, 
too. | think it's horrible what the white man did 
to people who aren't white, and Indians are 
some of those people, and they're the first 
Americans.” 

This said, don't expect these serious themes 
to show up on Dangerous Toys’ new album. 
McMaster and co. currently have around 30 
new songs — they've hardly had a day off since 
getting off the road. Song titles include Bringin’ 
Out The Angel In You and “the sequel to Spor- 
tin’ A Woody, Pretend It’s Candy, which sounds 
like an Elvis tune,’ Jason says. He adds that 
some of the songs are very bluesy, ‘nothing like 
anything on the first album.’ There's also Bad 
Guy, a tune inspired by the movie Angel Heart, 
the part where Lisa Bonet tells Mickey Rourke, 
“It's always a badass that makes a girl's heart 
beat faster.’ “I thought that was such a cool 
line,’ Jason declares, “and it's been in my 
head ever since | heard it.” 

Expect Bad Guy and other new material 
to be booming out in an arena near you in early 
1991, when Dangerous Toys are set for the 
second go-round of bringing their Texas-style 
rock to the world. 

“We can’t wait to get out there,” McMaster 
said. ‘‘We just want to continue the tradition of 
takin’ Texas to the people.” O

n a world filled with trendy pretty boys, one- 
shot wonders and copy-cat clones, Iron 
Maiden remains at the heart of what heavy 
metal is supposed to be. They're straight- 
forward, hard-driving and powerful, with just 
enough speed to keep your heart racing, just 
enough melody to make it stick. Their consis- 
tency, quality and hell-bent commitment to re- 
‘main true to their own sound has made them 


one of the most loved and influential bands on 
the decade. 

Nonetheless, Iron Maiden has come to a very 
important point in their career. Their new 
album, No Prayer For The Dying, is their first release 
in three years following a well-deserved break 
from the road. It also marks the debut of new 
guitarist. Janick Gers, who replaces Adrian 
Smith; the band’s first lineup change since 
1983. And according to vocalist Bruce Dickin- 
son, this could be the heaviest Maiden yet... 

“This is a killer album,” states the vocalist 
with a sheepish grin. He speaks with the enthu- 
siasm of a young kid, not the wisdom of a 
10-year rock veteran. “‘It's a rip-your-face-off 
album. There's no concepts, or anything like 
that. It's the kind of album that bush-wacks you, 
kicks you in the nuts and leaves you bleeding in 
the gutter. That's what it’s all about.” 

Now to set the record straight, the members 
of Iron Maiden didn't spend their time off catch- 
ing up on soap operas or watching Bugs Bunny 
cartoons. In between quality time with their 
wives and children, guitarist Dave Murray wrote 
material and furnished a new house, drummer 
Nicko McBrain conducted drum clinics through- 
out America and Europe, while bassist Steve 
Harris purchased his own editing equipment and 
spent six months piecing together a 90-minute 
live video titled Maiden England. Not to be out- 


) done, Dickinson released a bizzare novel called 


Lord Iffy Boatrace and his own solo album, Tat- 
tooed Millionaire, which introduced Maiden 
fans to guitarist Gers. He also completed a solo 
club tour a few months back and contributed the 
song Bring Your Daughter To The Slaughter to 
the Wightmare On Elm Street, Part 5 soundtrack. 
Incidentally, it was that particular track which 


} first linked him with Gers, and gave Bruce the 


incentive to do the solo album which sub- 
sequently brought Gers new guitarist into the 
Maiden fold. 

“Janick supported my former band Samson 
with his band White Spirit 10 years ago and | 
thought he was a brilliant player,’ Bruce recalls. 
“| always thought he was the kind of player I'd 
like to have in my band. But | joined Maiden and 
he joined Gillan, and when the Gillan band 
broke up when lan went to join Black Sabbath, 
Janick was out of a job. It was hard for him to 
get a job ‘cause he’s such a distinctive player, 
and he doesn't change his style for people. 

““Janick is a real musician's musician,” Bruce 
continues, ‘completely intuitive. The great thing 
about Janick is that he plays completely from 
the gut. But if you ask him what he did, he could 
sit down and tell you. He knows exactly what he 
did by listening to it. He's got great ears... a 
very talented boy.” 


Adrian Smith's departure came in February of 
this year, shortly after the band started working 
on their new album. Coming off the more 
melodic rock heard on his solo album, it was 
clear the guitarist felt uncomfortable with the 
new, heavier material. Thankfully, there’s no 
bad feelings or mouthing off here; he and the 
band still share the same management com- 
pany and remain on friendly terms. 

“It's always sad when anybody leaves,” 
Bruce states, “especially with Adrian because 
there were no bad vibes on a personal level. 
Things just weren't working out musically and 
he wasn't into it anymore. It's one of the few 
cases you could say it was musical differences 
and nothing else. It wasn't like he was taking 
drugs or messing up. 

“| think he made a courageous decision 
because it’s hard to leave the umbrella of some- 
thing like Maiden, there's an amount of security 
involved as well. But at the same time, in terms 
of financial things, he’s fine. Debt collectors 
should not be knocking at his door for another 
50, 60, years if he handles all his affairs right. 
What | think is important is that he gets an 
amazing, hot band together and does what he 
wants to do. He’s a great player, but if you're 
not going to give 110% to Maiden, it won't 
work.” 

It was Steve Harris’ idea to have Gers try out 
for Maiden’s vacant spot after listening to his 
work on Tattooed Millionaire. And like most 
bands, there was that big audition. Everyone 
was shocked on just how great it worked. “We 
did 7he Trooper,” recalls Bruce with that wide- 
eyed expression. “That was the track that Janick 
first played for the tryout to see if he could hack 
it in Maiden. And | don’t think my heart has ever 
beat so fast during a rehearsal! It was just... 
electric! You gotta check tiiis guy out. By the 
time Davey joins in... it's really special. This is 
the very best Iron Maiden there's ever been.” 

Following in the tradition of every other 
Maiden album, the band will soon kick off 
another world tour. Bruce gives absolutely no 
clues as to what the band has in store — 
they're known to be tight-lipped about all their 
projects until the last minute. Yet other reports 
indicate that they are thinking about scaling 
down the stage show to just include the band 
and a wall of Marshall amps. But you never 
know what kind of surprises Maiden has up 
their sleeves. You are just sure of a heavy metal 
experience in its purest form presented by one 
of the hardest working and dedicated bunch 
around whenever you pay to see the band live. 
But look for some changes in the live show as 
Adrian was always more melodic with his lead- 
work, Dave was the fast one. Now, with two 
very dynamic players, one could only imagine 
what it will be like... 

“Oh yeah..." boasts Bruce in agreement. 
“Guitar heaven! Guitar nirvana. The new band is 
ferocious, don't worry.” 0

t's hard for Anthrax’ Scott lan to put his, 
finger on it, but the guitarist just has a gut 
feeling about his band this time around. 
He senses that the time is right for these New 
York mosh masters to break out in a big way, 
building upon the gold sales success of their 
last LP, State Of Euphoria. He knows that the 
metal market is in something of a recession 
these days and that “extreme” metal bands like 
Anthrax aren't faring particularly well in the 
more commercially-oriented marketplace. But 
that doesn't stop lan from being more optimistic 
than ever about the fate of his band’s latest 
vinyl venture, Persistence Of Time. 

“This record just sounds great,” he said. 
“Maybe that’s why | feel so good about it. It's 
really, really a heavy album, and it shows a lot of 
the growing up that we've done over the last 
few years. | think a lot of people have looked at 
us on stage, and listened to an album like State 
Of Euphoria and gotten the wrong idea about 
us. They saw what they thought was a happy- 
go-lucky band that wore shorts on stage. Those 
people didn’t take what we were saying 
seriously. We do enjoy ourselves, and we 
certainly have fun on stage, but we do want 
everyone to hear what we're saying in our 
songs. The lyrics, especially this time, are very 
important. 

“We want to entertain people with our 
music,” he added. “But on the other hand we're 
people who have a normal range of human emo- 
tions. We just got a little tired of people not 
taking us seriously or just looking at us as a 
band that dressed funny and acted funny on 
stage. We feel we've got some things to prove 
to those people, and that’s just what we've 
done on Persistence Of Time. We think we can 
pave the way for heavy bands to start getting 
the respect they deserve from radio and MTV. 
The time is right for that. It’s time to show that 
Anthrax can do it.” 

What has made lan and bandmates Joey Bel- 
ladonna (vocals), Charlie Benante (drums), 
Frank Bello (bass) and Danny Spitz (guitar) turn 
into such a somber bunch of ornery hombres? 
Certainly it couldn't be the band’s album sales, 
which aside from Metallica are the strongest of 
any band in the so-called Power Metal genre. 
And it can't be fan response, for Anthrax’ last 
world tour, which carried them from Tokyo to 
Toronto, ranked among the most successful of 
the year. So what is it that’s got into the band’s

collective craw? It seems that lan, in particular, 
feels that Anthrax has become heavy metal’s 
answer to Rodney Dangerfield — they just 
don't get no respect. 

“TV and radio really stink when it comes to 
covering heavy metal,” he said. ‘Their attitude 
to the music — and to Anthrax in particular — 
really pisses me off. They'll get behind you 
when it's convenient for them to get behind you. 
But as soon as they've done their thing for busi- 
ness purposes, they'll leave you behind. We 
found that out as the tour was over, they didn't 
want to know about us. They were on to the 
next thing on their agenda — there was no 
commitment to the band or our music. 

“That kind of attitude really opened our eyes. 
We're not living in a ‘state of euphoria’ any 
more. We're angrier in some ways. We're not 
really angry, but we're just a little pissed off 
that Anthrax keeps getting a hard time from the 
media — which includes magazines. Why don't 
we get the kind of respect that Metallica does? | 
see them on the cover of magazines all the 
time. But | don’t see Anthrax on those covers. | 
certainly don't have anything against Metallica. 
| just wonder why people don’t look at the two 
bands the same way. We've got something to 
prove to a lot of people this time, and we think 
with Persistence Of Time, we've got the record 
we need to get the job done.” 

Anthrax’ new hard-hitting metal opus is 
unquestionably the band’s most ambitious pro- 
ject to date. Such tracks as Keep /t /n The 
Family, Belly Of The Beast and Hatred tackle a 
variety of important social issues head on, 
presenting the group's point of view on racism, 
inner-city life, and taking care of one’s own 
destiny. The band even takes a back-of-the- 
hand swipe at comedian Sam Kinison on the 
song Discharge, though lan won't admit that the 
pudgy funny man is actually the subject of 
Anthrax’ musical attack. 

“Let's just say that Discharge is about a fat 
comedian who thinks he’s a singer too,” lan 
said. ‘‘l used to think he was funny, but now 
what he does really pisses me off. | realize he’s 
not helping the situation out there at all. People 
like to really glamorize the drugs and the drink- 
ing, and this guy isn’t doing his part to put it 


down. We're just showing the other side of that 
lifestyle on that song. But we tackle a lot of 
tough subjects on the record. Belly Of The Beast 
and Keep It In The Family talk about some of 
the things that have gone on in-and-around New 
York over the last couple of years. We've seen a 
real flair up of racial tension and everyone 
seems to make matters worse. It's a real scary 
situation, yet everyone seems too proud to 
really stand up and do anything about it.” 

While the band insists that Persistence Of 
Time is the album that's going to make every- 
one take Anthrax more seriously, the boys have 
also gone out of their way to make sure the 
record sounds as good as possible; there's 
never anything wrong with a little commercial 
success. In fact, the band turned to rock's most 
prestigious production team of Thompson and 
Barbiero (responsible for the recent albums by 
Metallica, Guns N’ Roses and Tesla, among 
others) in order to make sure that Persistence 
Of Time packs the musical wallop needed to 
stand up to the group's cutting lyrical edge. 

“They really were incredible,” lan said. 
“They were able to keep the guitars heavy 
without burying everything else in the mix. That 
really takes talent. It's a little scary to work with 
guys like that because you can't really look over 
their shoulders. You've got to give ‘em your 
tapes then let ‘em go to work. When it's fin- 
ished, either you'll love what they do or you 
won't. Their record speaks for itself. They're the 
best.” 

With Persistence Of Time finally completed, 
the boys have turned their attention back to 
their first love — the road. In the months ahead 
Anthrax will be working on their most ambitious 
tour itinerary ever; they're already scheduled to 
play in Japan, Australia, Europe and, of course, 
the United States before 1990 draws to a close. 
Can the band maintain their current commit- 
ment to what lan sees as “the cause” for sucha 
long period of time? You'd better believe it! 
“We love being on stage,” he said. “So we're 
really looking forward to the next year. But we'll 
keep the fire we felt while making this record. 
We're really on a mission this time, and no 
matter what we accomplish we'll stay on that 
mission until the job is done.” O 
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EVERY MOTHER'S 
NIGHTMARE 


A year ago the state of Tennessee wasn't 
exactly considered a rival to Los Angeles as a 
heavy metal hotbed. Tennessee was known 
more for being the home of Elvis Presley than 
as a hard rock haven. Then along came Tora Tora 
to change everyone's opinion of the state's mu- 
sic scene, and now we have Every Mother's 
Nightmare to cement that rep. Consisting of vo- 
calist Rick Ruhl, guitarist Steve Malone, bassist 
Mark McMurtry and drummer Jim Phipps, Every 
Mother's Nightmare is a no-nonsense rock and 
roll band that hits you with the force of a charg- 
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ing rhino. As shown on the group's self-titled 
debut LP, these boys have studied their heavy 
metal lessons well, and on such tracks as Walls 
Come Down and Listen Up they show they have 
what it takes to become an important factor on 
the rock scene in the months ahead. 

“We didn’t grow up in a vacuum in Tennes- 
see, Ruhl said. ‘We may be living in Nashville, 
which is known for country/western music, but 
plenty of rock and roll bands came through town 
when we were young. We saw ‘em all — 
AC/DC, Kiss, Motley Crue — and they all had 
an impact on us. But we were able to work on 


our music at our own pace because there isn't a 
huge rock scene in Nashville like there is in 
some other places.” 

The roots of Every Mother's Nightmare go 
back three years to when Ruhl was fronting a 
band called Hard Knox and the other three band 
members were bopping around the Nashville 
scene looking for a gig. Eventually they all 
hooked up under the name Every Mother's 
Nightmare and moved into a windowless 10- 
foot-by-20-foot room to work on new material. 
While that stifling environment didn’t necessar- 
ily spur the band’s creativity, the close confines 
inspired them to create some of the nastiest, 
dirtiest music to emerge this year. Soon they hit 
a few local clubs and within weeks the band 
had record labels chasing them down, hoping to 
get them to sign. 

“It's great to know that we have people be- 
hind us now,” Ruhl said. “The people we signed 
with wanted-us to keep all the rough edges on 
the music — which is just what we wanted to do 
too. We didn't want to bring in outside song- 
writers or producers who'd smooth us out. We 
recorded ‘em just like we wrote ‘em — with a 


lot of energy and a lot of raw power.” 
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STEELHEART 


Sometimes blind dedication to a cause can 
pay big dividends — especially when that 
cause is rock and roll. Take the band Steelheart 
as a prime example. It's taken this Connecticut 
quintet nine years of struggle to finally attain 
the major label recognition they currently enjoy. 
Nine years is a hell of a long time to play clubs, 
pay dues and pound down record company 
doors. But vocalist Michael Matijevic, guitarists 
Chris Risola and Frank Dicostanzo, bassist 
Jimmy Ward and drummer John Fowler have 
patiently waited for their chance at the big time, 
and now that it's here, they plan on enjoying 
every moment of it. 

“The name Steelheart is very right for this 
band,’ Matijevic said. ‘That's what we've 
needed to survive all the shit that's been 
handed to us over the years. | think almost 
anyone else would have packed it in long before 
this. But we've always bounced back from every 
time we got kicked and beaten up by a label 
that didn't think we were good enough. Now it's 
our chance to prove that they were wrong.” 

One of the benefits of having nine years to 
mature on the club circuit is that by the time 
you get the chance to record, your material has 
been honed to near-perfection. You certainly 
don't need much time in the studio when you've 
played tunes like Gimme Gimme over 1,000

times before. What emerged from their years of 
struggle was a band with a tough attitude and 
an ability to write hard hitting tunes that pos- 
sess the unmistakable ring of total professional- 
ism from first note to last.

We weren't gonna 
go out to L.A. or another media center because 
we love Norwalk, Connecticut, so much. We felt 
that if we were good enough we'd finally get 
our chance. Well... this is it.” O

rock's premier all-female attraction, but one of 
rock's best bands, period! As soon as the girls 
all agree that the take is a “keeper” we got 
together with Gardner and Petrucci to discuss 
exactly how Vixen are planning to rev things up 
in the months ahead. 


Hit Parader: How does it feel releasing a 
second album knowing your debut sold 650,000 
copies? That's got to put the pressure on you. 
Janet Gardner: We did feel some pressure 
because we took a lot more responsibility for 
writing material on this album. But the fact that 
we've been in the studio as a band before, the 
fact that we were able to produce a successful 
album told us that we really didn't have that 
much to worry about. We were very comfortable 


with what we were doing, and we were very 
comfortable with each other. No matter how 
much we want to ignore the fact, we were still 
a relatively new band last time, and we were 
still learning a lot about one another. This time 
we know more about one another than any of us 
really want to know. (laughs) That's what hap- 
pens when you spend nearly a year together on 
the road. 

Roxy Petrucci: The vibe around the band is 
great this time. We just hope that the fans have 
as much fun listening to Rev it Up as we had 
making it. We really have fun in this band, and 
we Set out to capture all that fun on the record. 
We did a really good job of that. This record will 
jump right off your turntable into the pants of 
America and rev you right up!

Janet Gardner: “This time we know more about one another than we really want to.” 


HP: It's no secret that Vixen wasn't the tightest 
band around musically when your last album 
came out — especially on stage. But now you 
hold your own with anyone. How difficult was 
that growth process? 

JG: That's true for a lot of bands. You can be a 
little tentative when you first make an album or 
when you first go on stage, but after awhile, you 
begin to play with a lot more conviction. A lot of 
people who saw our first few shows had some 
questions about us, but anyone who saw us a 
few months later didn't have those questions 
anymore. | remember having members of the 
Scorpions, who we toured with in Europe, come 
up to us and compliment our live show. Those 
guys have seen everybody over the years. So 
when they say we can play live, there's no 
doubt that we can play live. 

RP: The confidence we got on stage last year is 
the attitude we brought into the studio for this 


album. We all came in with the same musical 
vision. We had experimented with our sound on 
Stage, and when you're out there in front of 
12,000 people, that's a great laboratory to 
experiment. You learn pretty quick what works 
and what doesn’t work. We took the things that 
we found out worked best, threw in lyrics that 
told of all the experiences we had shared over 
the last 18 months, and ended up with the 
material on Rev It Up. 


HP: Are you sick to death of being called a 
great ‘girl’ rock and roll band? 

JG: We always knew that we'd get the reaction 
that “Hey, you're great — for girls.” It was 
something we expected, and we were ready to 
deal with it. But now people are just saying, 
“Great album!’’ That's the reaction we've 
always wanted. We don't want people to think 
of us as women — unless it's those moments 


when we're very glad to be women. 

RP: Hey, when somebody says to me that I'ma 
good drummer for a girl, | just tell him to suck 
my dick. (laughs) 


HP: The band caught quite a bit of heat last 
time for relying on outside songwriters like 
Richard Marx to supply your material. This time 
you've taken on almost all of the writing burden 
yourself. Why did you change from what worked 
so well last time? 

JG: We wrote or co-wrote this entire album, 
and that was one of our primary goals this time. 
One of the things that we really worked on 
while we had time on the road was our song- 
writing. But writing songs with other people in 
the band came much easier to us this time 
because we did feel so much closer. When 
you're starting in a band you're a little hesitant 
to open up and show your real feelings because 
you're scared someone might laugh at you. But 
at this point we really didn’t care. We know 
each other well enough to laugh at ourselves a 
little if necessary. 

RP: One of the things about writing the songs is 
that it makes it hard for us to pick which ones 
we like the best. One day I'll listen to How 
Much Love all day. Then the next I'll listen to 
Fallen Hero and it'll be my favorite. The next 
day I'll love Wot A Minute Too Soon. We're 
really proud of what we've done on this record. 
It's a little harder and heavier than the last one, 
but it's much more an extension of who we are 
as people and as a band. 


HP: We've heard from all the guys in various 
bands about the strange things that happen to 
them on the road. What are the things that 
happen to the members of Vixen? 

RP: If you're asking us if we have male grou- 
pies, the answer is yes, but it’s not quite the 
same thing as it is when the groupies are girls 
chasing after male musicians. These guys want 
to hang out and discuss music. If they have 
other things on their minds they're subtle about 
it. But we have female groupies too — espe- 
cially in Japan. | remember these two girls over 
there who broke into my room and started 
screaming at me. | don’t know what they 
wanted to do to me, but it was bizarre. And they 
loved to pull hair! Since | have dark hair it 
wasn't so bad, but poor Jan, all that blonde hair 
was constantly being pulled at. That was very 
strange. 

JG: We're actually treated very well by fans 
wherever we go. | think that everyone — both 
male and female — has a lot of respect for us 
now. They know we can kick ass on stage, and 
that makes them look at us in a very different 
way than they might some other female per- 
formers. That kind of respect is what we like, 
and we want more of it this time. People have 
just begun to get a taste of Vixen. We're wait- 
ing to get out there again and really rev it up for 
everyone. O

THE METAL MASTERS

t's been a long time since we heard from Judas Priest — two 

years in fact. During that time the metal world has gone through 

some heavy duty changes. A new generation of bands have emerged, 
potentially relegating metals elder statesmen to a secondary role in the 
marketplace. But don’t dare to tell that to vocalist Rob Halford, guitarists 
K.K. Downing and Glenn Tipton, bassist lan Hill and new drummer Scott 
Travis. With the release of their latest LP, Painkiller, the Priest Beast 
have loudly and proudly stated that they're back — and they mean 
business. From the opening salvos of the title cut right through the last 
sonic riffs of Meta/ Meltdown, Painkiller is a classic Priest collection, 
reminding their legion of fans of the band’s halcyon past while utilizing 
state-of-the-art technology. Recently we caught up with Halford at his 
home in England to discuss the band’s latest masterwork and find out how 
Judas Priest fits into the metal world of the 1990s. 


Hit Parader: Some fans are surprised at the brutal intensity of Painkiller. 
Was that Priest answering all the “commercial metal’ bands out there? 
Rob Halford: Not really. We certainly are aware of what's going on in 
metal these days. We've always been a band that listens to everything 
that comes out. But we weren't trying to prove that we could play with the 
thrash bands or show the more commercial bands what real metal is. All 
we set out to do was create an album that drew upon Priest's abilities to 
the fullest. We set out to make the album fast, powerful and aggressive 
all the way through. We didn’t want any ballads, that's for certain. 
(laughs) | believe this album follows in the tradition of great Priest 
albums. | know our long-time fans have favorably compared it to every- 
thing from Sad Wings Of Destiny to Screaming For Vengeance, and that 
was exactly what we wanted. 


HP: You have a new member of the band this time, Scott Travis. What 
happened with your former drummer, Dave Holland? 

RH: Dave's been in this business a long time. He was in a number of other 
bands even before he joined Priest. He had told us long before our last 
tour ended that he was planning on leaving the band and trying something 
new. Being the professional that he is, he stuck it out for the entire length 
of the tour. But as soon as we finished on the road, Glenn, K.K. and | set 
about looking for a new drummer. We had already begun writing material 
for Painkiller and we knew we wanted a drummer who was very fast — 
especially on the double bass drum. We had been writing with a drum 
machine, as we always do, so we wanted someone who could deliver the 
same kind of power as that machine, and Scott was our man. We had 
gotten a lot of videos from other drummers who wanted to be in the band, 
but we were all familiar with Scott from his work with Racer X. We 
thought he was the perfect choice for Priest, and after we auditioned him, 
we knew we had found our man. 

HP: It seems that Scott's drumming has really made Priest play faster and 
harder than ever. 

RH: | don't really know if his drumming inspired us, or our music inspired 
him, but it’s all worked out perfectly. This is such a balls-to-the-wall 
album from first song to last that it really represents Priest doing only 
what we do best, and having someone like Scott aboard really helped us 
achieve our goal. But this was the album we wanted to make no matter 
who we chose to add to the band. It's a very positive, upbeat album that 
uses metal as a release for all the tensions and hostilities of the world.

HP: What do you mean when you say the album is ‘positive’? 

RH: So much of the metal that’s out there today, especially the thrash 
stuff, seems to be very doom-laden. Priest has never believed in using 
metal as anything but as a messenger of positive thoughts. We may get a 
bit scary at times, but much of our material is steeped in positive energy. 
Just look at new songs like A// Guns Blazing, Hell Patrol and One Shot At 
Glory. They all speak of going in and getting the job done. He// Patrol, for 
instance, was inspired in part by the U.S. invasion of Panama; they went 
in as the force of good and removed the evil. To me, that’s what Priest 
has always tried to do as well. 


HP: But you also have songs like Wightcrawler which seems destined to 
raise a few eyebrows, if not a ton of controversy. 

RH: That's true. Mightcrawl/er was done as our answer to the continuing 
court case we find ourselves embroiled in. It's our way of saying to those 
who believe metal is evil and dangerous that they're wrong! All you've got 
to do is listen to the lyrics to know how we feel about anyone saying that 
Priest's music is a bad influence on anyone — it's absurd! All that shows 
is that those people don’t understand what our music is about at all. 


HP: The album cover for Painkiller has also drawn’ some criticism from 
religious circles. Was it your intent to cause some trouble this time? 

RH: (Laughing) Not at all. Actually, the cover depicts ‘The Painkiller;” 
which is Robocop meeting the angel from the cover of Sad Wings Of 
Destiny. There's nothing religious about it at all. It's a very powerful cover 
which works well with not only the song Pa/nkil/er but the entire album. If 
people choose to see some religious significance to the album cover, 
that's their choice, but there was certainly no religious intent on our part. 


HP: Does it concern you that so many new metal bands have emerged 
over the last few years. Have they stolen any of Priest's thunder? 

RH: A band with a distinctive sound like Judas Priest can never feel 
threatened by new bands. | love the idea that metal has grown up so 
much over the last few years. We certainly can remember a time when 
that wasn't the case. We used to feel that we were fighting the metal 
cause alone. But what concerns me is that many of the younger bands are 
just playing predictable songs and assuming predictable appearances. 
They're not trying to create something of their own. The few that are — 
Soundgarden and Faith No More come to mind — certainly have added 
something special to metal. But a band like Priest, and others of our 
generation like Iron Maiden and The Scorpions, have a big advantage in 
that people know who we are and what to expect from us, and certainly in 
the case of Priest they won't be disappointed by the new music we've 
delivered. 


HP: You've already played a series of club dates across America. Will 
there be an arena tour coming as well? 

RH: Absolutely. We only played eight club shows in places like Los 
Angeles, Dallas, Miami and New York because we wanted to get our 
stage legs back. But now we're returning to the arenas for what promises 
to be six months of excitement. We're playing better than ever, and if 
someone doesn't believe me, all they've got to do is come check out the 
live show. No one will leave unconvinced! O

laughter's loquacious boss man Dana Strum has no problem 

doing interviews. In fact, you don’t even have to ask the first 

question. Just say hello, and he'll take it from there... “I can't 
believe this record even made the Top 100, better yet the Top 20,” he 
enthuses. “It was done under such bizarre conditions, we never expected 
to see things happen so quickly. We were afraid people would perceive 
Slaughter as too much too soon, or pick up on us six months later. The 
ironic thing is that we were ready to come out and do clubs to prove 
ourselves. When we first heard about the Kiss tour, our immediate reac- 
tion was, ‘No way we'd get that!’ | met Gene (Simmons) and Mark 
(Slaughter) met Paul (Stanley) at some parties, said hello, exchanged 
some words, and the next thing we knew, our agent was being asked 
about this tour! 
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“We were terrified when this record first came out 


— scared to death.” 
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Kiss has helped a lot of great bands in opening positions and it was a 
big surprise to us. We've got a healthy amount of sound and lights, and 
another part of our dream is the chance to prove what we do — play rock 
and roll music with a lot of balls. Since then, Motley Crue has made us an 
offer, so we thank Nikki Sixx, who took notice early on. Hopefully, we can 
hook up with them later this year. 

“We've started work on our long-form video, and because our fans are 
so involved, we feel we should include them, so we're doing a lot of 
in-stores, which we call Up A// Might parties because they run from 10 
p.m. to 3 a.m. They've been setting attendance records all over the 
country. We were so nervous that our in-stores would be Spina/ Tap — no 
people there — when we came to Anaheim, but we set an attendance 
record there too, which is not easy in California!’ 

Experiencing Slaughter live, Dana stresses, is quite different from 
listening to them on tape. “We take liberties live that we can’t on record. 
Mark plays guitar and keyboards. It's very roots, very genuine, and no 
sampling. We do what we do. It's definitely honest and real. We do a very 
different version of Up A// Might, a half acoustic/half electric version of 
Fly To The Angels, there's a whole new section in Desperately, we added 
an uptempo bordering on thrash section to Loaded Gun. We've been 
discussing doing a cover, because we know anything from the Stones to 
the entire AC/DC Back /n Black album.” 

He notes that the steady clip of record sales is “pretty staggering. The 
early buyers were definitely people who have been asking about us. They 
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remember Mark and | from our days with Vinnie Vincent. They are the 
reason we're allowed to be here. They've been so supportive. The first 
50,000 records sold were to those people and they are incredibly deserv- 
ing of huge thanks. But at some of the in-stores we do, less than 10 
percent of the fans there knew we were in another band. You never can 
quite believe what you've sold until you see all these people bring albums 
in for you to sign. We also average 400 records sold per in-store. 

“When we visited 96-Rock in Atlanta, close to 100 people met us at 
the radio station. It's so overwhelming to see that kind of response. We're 
still a little gunshy, but at least our music is being heard. We were so 
scared that we wouldn't succeed that we're having a hard time believing 
any of this will continue.” 

Although he often answers questions (when you can slide one in!) in 
terms of “Mark and |,” he insists that this is because they room together, 
and it has become force of habit. Slaughter, he emphasizes, is a band, in 
every sense of the word. It's just taking the press a while to catch on. 


“When we were asked to discuss our video on MTV, we gave our 
drummer Blas Elias the first commentary,” he explains. “They said, ‘No, 
we want it to be Mark and Dana.’ We forced them to talk to Blas. Another 
magazine wanted Mark and me on the cover, but we insisted on doing 
vertical poses of the four of us. Another magazine wanted just the two of 
us, SO we passed on it. Sure, Mark and | went through the shit together, 
but Blas and our guitarist, Tim Kelly, have paid their dues. Our desire and 
goal is a plan to incorporate everyone as much as possible. We told the 
guys, ‘Expect bad times, too, even as the record climbs.’ Led Zeppelin 
wrote Good Times, Bad Times for a reason. Things don't just go one way. 

“We're playing a hall with Kiss where Blas cleaned windows two years 
ago, so it's not like anyone here has had it easy. | should mention that 
Aerosmith has also been real kind to us, and they want to talk about 
possible dates one day. Tim's proudest moment was having his picture 
taken with Joe Perry!” 

Dana admits that during his high school days, he often dreamed of 
being in a situation identical to the one in which he currently finds 
himself. “Sure, | imagined | could roll right into being in a rock band. That 
was the time when | believed it could happen. It's been since high school 
that | thought | would stand a chance. With the last band we barely played 
together. It was a job as sidemen. With our own band, we play, and Mark 
and | never dreamed of that. It's been an unbelievable experience. 

“With this band, we were terrified at first. We went back to our home 
base in Las Vegas with Blas and Tim, fear on our faces, scared to death. 
The second week, when we entered at Number 130, we were so relieved 
to be on the charts at all! We were waiting to be 199! At this point, it's 
beyond anything but fear. A lot has happened and we've been amazed. It 
exists and we're incredibly surprised.” O 
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well for Faster

The Moscow Music & Peace Festival will be 
available as a home video in late October. Most 
of what's on the two-video package has never 
been seen by American audiences before. This 
package features six to eight songs each by 
Skid Row, Cinderella, Bon Jovi, Motley Crue, 
Gorky Park, Ozzy Osbourne and the Scorpions. 
Wayne Isham was the on-site director and Curt 
Marvis was the producer for the video package. 
Davis has a great track record, having worked 
on Billy Joel’s Russian concert and recent video 
clips for Jon Bon Jovi's Blaze Of Glory, Aero- 
smith’'s What /t Takes as well as the Rolling 
Stones’ Rock And A Hard Place and A/most Hear 
You Sigh. According to Marvis, “The hardest 
thing to. control in producing a large media 
event is the audio. We divided a round, revolv- 
ing stage into three slices. While one band was 
onstage performing, another band was setting 
up their gear. And the middle band was doing a 
soundcheck into the stage mixer and the televi- 
sion line. In normal concert situations, sound- 
checks are less frantic; headlining bands can 
take several hours to do a soundcheck. In this 
case, every band was a potential headliner, but 
they didn’t have the time to get proper sound. 
So our audio men had to adjust during their 
performances.” 

Post production for the video was handled by 
former MTV producer Dana Marshall, who spent 
nine months on the project, ‘from September to 
June! | could have had a child instead!’ she 
raved. ‘A lot of the post-production work 
involved going through the concert footage and 
figuring out what to include. The show was 
eight hours long. Plus we had 100 hours of 
documentary footage. | went through everything 
and wrote down what was there.’ She narrowed 
down shots of the Russian kids and the band 
interviews which would be best for the package. 
After that, Dana went into the studio with three 
editors and laid out the video sequence. ‘We 
recorded the show on the PAL format — which 
is the European video standard and has much 
better clarity. But we had to convert it to the 
American NTSC standard. We mixed all the 
audio for the final edit as well. It was a lot of 
work, but seeing the project reach completion 
was very Satisfying.’ 

The entire experience pleased Marvis. “‘It 
was very exciting being at the festival, seeing 
80,000 Russian kids get exposed to American 
heavy metal. The fact that many of these kids 
rode 2,000 miles by train to get there or spent a 
whole month's earnings on t-shirts was pheno- 
menal. The buzz of excitement that the 
audience had about the festival made all the 
hassle of the production worthwhile. This
